It is of Pure Gold, weighing fourteen Pounds, and ſtill preſervd at 
Nuremburg ; It is diſtinguiſhed into eight Quarters, the firſt in the fore 
Part is the largeſt, except that behind oppoſite to it, which is of equal 
bigneſs, and has twelve Jewels. upon it, all unpoliſh'd. 2d, That on the 
Right Hand our Saviour ſitting, on each ſide a Cherub with four Wings, 
whereof two are elevated and two downwards, and under, this Motto, 
Per me Reges regnant. Third, the next Quarter has only Gems and 
Pearls, the fourth has King HEZZK1AH litting, holding his Head with his 
Right Hand, as tho he was ſick, and by his Side is IS4[4H the Prophet 
with a Scroul, on which was written Zcce adjiciam ſuper dies tuos 15 Amos, 
over the Heads of theſe Figures, Iſaias Propheta, Ezachia Rex. Fifth, 
is the Quarter behind of equal bigneſs with that before, has Jewels Seme. 
Sixth, the next has the Effigies of a King Crown'd, with a Scroul in 
his Hand, with theſe Words, Honor Regis Judicium diligit ; over his 
Head, Rex David.

Jewels; in the top of this Croſs are theſe Words Ich. Nazarmus Rex 
Judæorum, and the Arch or Semicircle, Chuon Radus Dei Gratia Roma- 
norum De RA. TOR. Aug. which ſhews that this Semicircle was added af- 
ter Charlemain's Time, by the Emperor CONRADO.

He was twice married, 1½. to Johanna Elizabeth, his Fathers Brothers 
Daughter, by whom he had 5 Sons; Frederick who lives at Ringau in Gre- 
ſenheim in Germany, Mainbardt now Duke of Schonberg, Otto 3d Son kill'd 
at the Siege of Valencians, Henry th. Son died of his Wounds at Bruſſels 
received from the Spanzards, Count Schonberg 5th Son. 

His ſecond Marriage was with Suſanna, Daughter to Daniel Earl of An- 
male Harcourt of an Antient Family in Picardy, by whom he had no Iſſue, 
Charles his youngeſt but 5th.

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He was a Man of great Eſteem in Ireland, and to him Richard (ſirnamed 
Strangbotv) Earl of Pembroke Ec. gave other Lands there, calld Naas, 
Ophaley and Wicklow, which Lands were Confirmed by King John, 
Wiliam his eldeſt Son, who marry'd Aliva, Daughter to the ſaid Srrang- 
bow. | | EE | 
William by Aliva his Wife had a Son nam'd Maurice, who was Lord Juſ- 
tice of the Kingdom of Ireland in the Vear 1213, and in 1232 Built aCconvent 
in the Friery of & 1105 and Fortified that Town with a Caſtle, being then 
Lord Juſtice, and died in 1257, was buried at Youghal in a Friory which he 
had founded. He was faid to be a valiant Knight, a very pleaſant Man, In- 
ferior to none in that Kingdom, having liv'd all the Days of his Life with 
Commendation, and from him deſcended Maurice Fitzgerald, who was 
Lord Juſtice in the Year 1272. 

From the laſt mentioned Maurice, deſcended FohnFitzthomas, which John 
was created Earl of Kildare, and to the ſaid John, King Edward the Se- 
cond gave the Town and Caſtle of Kildare, together with the Services of the 
Freeholders and Farmers, and alſo all William de Veſeys Lands in Ireland: 
Theſe Lands having been Forfeited by Treaſon in 1291. when the ſaid

In the Year 1319. the aforeſaid Earl Burnt ſeveral Towns in Ireland; and 
in 1320 and 1326 he was Lord Juſtice, but dying ſoon after was ſucceeded 

by Maurice his Brother, which Maurice marrid Joan, Daughter to the 
Karl of Ulſter; and in the Year 134) was the Leader of the Army for 
King Edward the Third, at the Seige of Calin and twenty ſeven Years 
after, Lord Juſtice again. . 
To him ſucceeded Gerald Fitzmaurice, who was Lord Juſtice in the Year 
1405. and in 1418. he and Sir ChriFopher Preſton were Arreſted and Com-

He was ſucceeded by Thomas Fiztmaurice, who was Earl of K-dlare, and

ſon for Correſponding with the King's Enemies, and for the ſaid Crime the 
Earlof * wap was beheaded atDrogheda, but the other two were pardon'd. 

In the Year 1417 the Brotherhood of St. George was eſtabliſtrd in Ireland, 
and the aforeſaid Earl of Nildare, who was then Deputy to Richard Duke 
of Clarence (Second Son to King Edward the Fourth, who was Lord Lieu- 
tenant) was the Firſt that was elected in that Order; and in 1485 his Bro- 
ther Maurice was Lord Chancellor of Ireland. | ö 

This Earl continued Lord Juſtice and Deputy for ſeveral Years; and be- 
ing a Man of great Eſteem with King Henry the Seventh, he gave him & 
Chain of Gold as a Mark of his Favour ; and in the Year 1490 was ſent him 
out of Germany (as a great Rarity) the Hand-Guns or Muſquets, which his 
Guards during the Time that they ſtood Centry before his Habitation, (call'd 
Tbomas Curt near Dublin. 9 

In 1426. he and his Brother 7ames Fitzthomas, and many more of the 
SCiraldines and alſo others were declared Traytors by Zdward Poyning 
then Lord Deputy of Ireland, and the Earl was ſent Priſoner to England, 
but his Accuſors finding that the King favour'd him, they concluded their 
laſt Article, with this ſharp and bitter Expreſſion : That all Ireland was 
not able to Rule him; whereupon] the King reply d, Ii is ſo, then be ſhall 

Rule all Ireland, and made him Lord Lieutenant thereof. |

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In the Year 1501. he was Deputy to Henry Duke of York, who then was 
Lord Lieutenant, and afterwards made Lord High Treaſurer of Ireland, and 
Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter (ſee Aſbmole N“ 257) and alſo 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and during that time, the Clanrickards and 
Thomond made a League againſt the Eugliſb; but the Earl after due Prepara. 
tion, together with the Engliſh Lords, gave them Battle, and put them to 
Flight with the loſs of 2000 Men, without ſo much as one Engliſhman wound- 
ed in the Battle. ES + 
He was a Man of a tall Stature, and of a goodly Preſence, and Famous with- 
all, by Reaſon of many great Victories, but died in the Year 1513. being 
Lord Lieutenant, and left Iſſue Dy Alſoon his Wife, Daughter to Rowland 
FVitzruſtace, Baron of Portle/ter, Gerald his Heir and Succeſſor.

In 1518. he made a great Slaughter in the Province of Ul/er, where he 
took the Caſtle of Dundrum oy burnt the Earl of Dungannon, and re- 
turn'd with a great Pray to Dublin; but the next Year being Deputy; and 
having many Enemies who Combined againſt him, he was ſent Priſoner to 
London tq be purg'd for his Crimes, which were, that he had made unjuſt 
Seiſures of his Majeſty's Revenue and Grown Lands, and thereby enrich'd 
himſelf and his, and that he had Won many of the Iriſb Nations to him and his 
Heirs; and for theſe Crimes (Cardinal Woolſey being his Grand Enemy) he 
was condemn'd, but the King Pardoned him; and after ſome Years reſtored 
him to his Honours, and Deputy ſhips.

In 1523. the Houſes of Ormond and Kildare began to Quarrel, by Reaſon 
Ormond was put out of his Deputyſhip, andKz/dare conſtituted in his ſtead; and 
three Years after the Earl was ſent again to London to Anſwer to theſe Ae⸗ 
cuſations. Firſt, that he had neglected the King's Command by the not ap- 
rehending James Earl of Deſmond, accuſed of High Treaſon. Thirdly, that 
be had caus'd certain good Subjects to be hang'd for no other Reaſon, but 
that they were Friends and Favourites to the Family of Butlers, and Laſtly, 
that he had held private Intelligence with O Neal; O Conner and other Iriſb 
Lords, to make an inroad in Ormond's Territories. __ 
Among the Earls Adverſaries in Znglant, Cardinal Woolſey, and the Earl 
of Ormond are chiefeſt to be nam'd, by whoſe Endeavours he was ſoon after 
committed to the Tower of London, and laſt condem'd to Death, which 
by Report he had undergone, (eſpecially by the Malice of Cardinal 
Woolſey) had not Providence by the Lieutenant of the Tower, who entire- 
ly lov'd him (after he had received the Cardinal's Command to Execute the 
the Sentence of Death) gone at Midnight to the King to know his Pleaſure 
about the Execution, but as ſoon as the King underſtood the Matter, he was 
mov'd, ſaying, that all this was done without his-Knowledge, and immedi- 
ately Prohibited any further againſt the Earl; and for Aſſurance thereof, 
he tCok the Ring that was on his Finger, giving it to the Lieutenant to ſhew 
it to the Cardinal, and ſoon after the King pardon'd his Crimes; in ſpight of 
the proud Cardinal Yoo ſey, and received him into the Number of his Friends. 
In 1529. This Earl having a Spleen againſt the Earl of Ormond and Oſſery, 
by Reaſon of the aforementioned Accuſation (and having his Judgment ſur- 
mounted by his Paſſion) ſent his Daughter Alice into Ireland, from Newingt on 
in the County of Midleſex where ſhe then liv'd, that by her Power ſhe might 
Privately incite O Neal, O Conner, his Brother and other Friends, to ſtir u 
Arms againſt Oſſery the Deputy; "OY Daughter manag'd this Affair ſo 
8 well, 
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well, that Oſſery and his Friends Territories were weaſted far and near, 

In 1530. Sir William Steffington was made Lord Deputy of Jreland, 
and being ſent to Curb the Inſolencies of O Neal, O Conner Sc. brought 
with him Gerald Earl of Kildare, who was then fully free from theſe Troubles, 
which he had undergone and ſuffer d, and thenextYear theEarl and Sir Villiam 
made an inroad into Ver, where they took and deſtroy'd the Caſtle of 
Kinard, with ſeveral Villages and Territories, and with great Pray and 
Spoil return'd to Dublin; but afterwards the Earl and Sir William fell out, 
and the Enmity between them grew to that Height, that both of them in all 
Places ſought Matter of Accuſation to ſuppreſs each other. | 

Sir William, by Letters and Meſſengers which he ſent to London, laid many 
and Heinious Crimes to the Earl's Charge, and the Earl on the other Side, 
endeavour'd by Letters and Meſſengers, to prove Sir William's Adminiſtrati.. 
on *nought and e and left no Stone nnturn'd to caſt him out of his 
Pl ace, and the King's Favour, that he might obtain his Rooms. 

The Event for that Time, favour'd his Proceedings; but how Vain and 
Frail this Felicity was, and the moms end thereof, which happen'd ſoon 
after will inform us, the Fall being ſo much the greater, becauſe from an 
high Standing. | | | | 

In the Year 1530. the Earl put Sir William out of his Deputyſhip, and got 
into the Place himſelf, after which he remov'd Allan Arch-Biſhop of Dublin 
from his Place of Lord Chancellor, and made George Cromer Arch-Biſhop of 
Ardmagh, Lord Chancellor in his Room, which gave Occaſion of encreaſing 
Deſſentions between the Earl and Allan. 
On the 5th of July the ſame Year, Lord, Fames eldeſt Son to the Earl of 
Ormond and Ofery, was made Lord High Treaſurer of the Kingdom of Jre- 
land; upon which the Earl of Kz/dare with his Army, fell into the County of 
Killkenny, and brought away many Preys belonging to Offery; and to 
ſtrengthen himſelf the better by the Friendſhip of the [r:f, he gave one of his 
Daughters in Marriage to O Conner, and the other to O Carrol. 

About the ſame time Con. O Neal, by the Earl of Kildare's Perſwaſion be- 
ing attended by John F7ztgerald the Earls Brother and a great Company of 
his own, Depopulated the County of Louth, and burnt up the Engliſh Villages, 
and drove away the Cattle ; which Doings amongſt others, afforded juſt 
Cauſe to the Earl's Adverfaries, to charge his Adminiſtration to be Corrupt ; 
which in Concluſion, was almoſt Deſtructive to him and his whole Family, 
he being an Example to Poſterity moderately to Manage a granted Power. 

In 1533. the faid Earl of Kildare, having made an Inroad into Ey O Car- 
rol's Country, and coming near the Caſtle of Birr, he was wounded in the 
Thigh with a Bullet and (as the Story goes) a common Soldier ſtanding near 
him ſaid, My Lord, why do you Sigh ſo, I my ſelf was thrice Shot with Bullets, 
and yet am whole : To which faying the Earl ſharply reply'd, I wiſh you had 
recerved the Fourth in my ſtead. 

About the fame time 7%. Allen Maſter of the Rolls, and others, (who 
were ſent on a Meſlage into Zrgland, from the Privy Council in Ireland) 
made Complaints againſt the faid Earl, and their e Ohm at length prevail- 
ing with his Majeſty by his Letters, commanding the Earl to haſten for Lon- 
don, and there to defend his Cauſe ; but the Earl at the Receipt of thoſe 
Letters, greatly fearing what might be the Event of his Buſineſs, daily de- 
ferred his Voyage; and in the firſt Place, ſent his Wife, that by the Interceſſi- 
on of her Friends (if it might be) his Voyage might be u, but finding 
that would not do, he at laſt prepared for his Journey, and arriving at Lon- 
don, he was ſent to the Tower. 
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of a certain Karl ſhoul 
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Before the Earl left Ireland (by the Kings leave) conſtituted his Son to be 
Deputy in his ſtead, whoſe Name was Thomas, and was ſcarce 21 Years of 
Age, yet ripe of underſtanding and fit for the ſaid Place; but now follows 
the miſerable Diſſolution that befel this Family. 

The young Lord hearing his Father was committed Priſoner to the Tower, 
and ſoon after (as the Rumour encreaſed by the Malice and Lies of his Ene- 
mies) that his Father was put to Death, he in Rage (without Conſideration) 
to be reveng'd, roſe up in Arms, and having Five Unckles in the Country, 
(Men of great Eſteem) drew them to take his Part, and among the many 
outrages he committed, the Arch-Biſhop of Dublin was Slain in his Preſence, 
whilſt upon his Knees begging for his Life; the Death of whom, was the 
Death of the Earl, for he hearing thereof died of Grief for the ſame afterhe 
had been Deputy of Ireland ten Years, and was buried in the Chappel of the 
Tower of London. " | 5 

The young Lord and his Unckles, upon the King's ſending an Army were 
all taken, or ſubmitted, and being ſent for over into Zngland, thoſe of his 
Unckles who had been drawn into the Action againſt their Will, had good

which Gerald was the —8 Son remaining of the Family, he was about 13 
Years of Age at the Diſſolution, and though then Sick of the Small-Pox, yet 
was ſtole away by his careful Nurſe, and committed to the Charge of Thomas 
Leverens, (afterwards Biſhop of Kildare) by which Means the Family was 
preſerv'd, and the Honour remains in his Poſterity to this Day. 

The ſaid Thomas Leverens a ſecular Prieſt and late Chaplain, and Foſter- 
brother to the late Earl, his Father was afterwards made Lord Biſhop of 
Kildare by Queen Mary; he brought the Noble Youth along with him to 
Donegal where the Child's Aunt liv'd, her Name was Zlixabeth, married to 
Carvanus O Dannel and Relict of Dornald MacCarthyreagh, where he found 
good Reception for above one Year, but the States being very averſed to 
his whole Family, *tis ſaid, offer'd great Sums of Money for to apprehend 
him, which ſome of the Great ones of that Country was willing to take, but 
his faid Aunt being very warey and afraid of his Life, ſent him away under the

The Moſt Noble and Puiſſant Henry O' Brien Earl of Thomond, Viſcount 
Tadcaſter, and Baron of [bracan, was made Lord-Lieutenant and Cuſtos-Ro. 
tulorum of the County of Z/ſex, in 1722.

Created Baron of [bracan in the County of Thomond, and Earl of that Coun- 
ty, Iſt July 1542. the 34th of Henry 8. and Viſcount Tadcaſter, in the Coun- 
ty of York (an Engl;/b Honour) 1 5. of October, 1714. iſt of King George, 

This O'Brien Family was ſtil'd Kings of Thomond, by King Henry the 3d, 
and fo continued till Murrough O'Brien, firſt Earl reſigned his Title and Prin- 
cipality to King Henry the 8th, and was by Letters Pattents Created Earl for 
Life, July 1ſt. 1543. 35. Henry 8. at Greenwich, 1552. 6. Edward 6th. to 
his Heirs Males lawfully begotten, by Vertue of which Patent, the preſent 
Earl now enjoys it. x 

And was alſo by His Majeſty King George Created Viſcount Tadcaſter, in 
the County of York, being deſcended Originally from Brian Borovy (Peter 
Walſh in his Hiſtory of Ireland calls him Brian Boromibe) who was proclaimed 
Monarch of all Ireland, about the 11th Century. | 

The [rib Chronologiſts trace this Monarch's Pedigree in a direct Line from 
Hiber or Hiberius, the 1ſt King that ever reigned of the Mileſian Race in 
the Kingdom of Ireland, they repreſented him the greateſt Prince for hong 
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Piety, Valour, and Juſtice, that ever fat upon the Iriſe Throne; and having 
overthrown the Danes in Battle, he was declared K. of Ireland, in the Year1 002. 
In 1014, he treated with moſt of the petty Kings of Ireland, to unite their 
Forces with him, and to endeavour to expell the Danes, as being the publick 
Enemies of the Kingdom; but Stricus King of the Danes of Waterford, having 
made all the Preparations and Alliances againſt Brian, that he could, there 
was a Bloody Battle fought between them on the 13th day of April, at the 
Place called Clontarff near the Sea-ſide, about two Miles diſtance from Dub- 
lin, in which Battle Brian was Mortally wounded, and his Son Aurchard, 
and his Grand-ſon Ardevall, with many others of Quality, beſides 11000 Sol- 
diers loſt their Lives. Beſides his Son Murc hard, he had a Son named Donagh 
who went to Rome, and carry'd away with him the Crown which the Kings 
of Ireland his Anceſtors was uſed to wear, it being of pure Gold. 
In 1106, Donald O' Brien King of Limerick, built a new Church from the 
Ground in Caſhel, called St. Parrict's, and endowed it, converting the Old 
Church into a Chapple or Chapter-Houſe. He alſo betowed large Revenues 
on the See of Caſhel, to which See his Son Donagh, ſirnamed Carbrac, gave o- 
ther Lands in Thomond, and amongſt them the two Iſlands call'd Sulleith and 
Kyiſmacoyl. - . 
The ſaid Donald allo built the Cathedral Church call'd St. Mary's in Lim- 
rick, and was Biſhop thereof, and a great Benefactor to it, he likewiſe erected 
the Deanery and Chapter, and as he was Illuſtrious by Birth, ſo was he the 
more by his Prudence, Liberally and Learning. | * 
He alſo erected a very fair and large Monument of Variety of colour d Mar- 
bles, it ſtands on the Left-hand of the Altar; there is a King in his Royal Veſts 
ments and Armour, lying at full length, but it has been baſely abuſed by the 
Ill- natur d Sons of Rebellion, begun in the Year 1641. as you may believe by 
this Inſcription ſent me from thence in Anno 1922, by a Citizen of Lomrick.

for the Service of five Knights Fees; and in 1367 William Nogent was knight= 
ed by Edward Earl of March, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland in the Year 1486. 

Richard Nugent was Baron of Delvin, and in 1496 General and Comman- 
der in Chief Fall the Forces, for the Defence of the Counties of Dublin, 
Kildare, Meath, and Uriel, alſo in 1527 being of great Age, and from him 
deſcended Thomas now Earl of We$imeath. | 

To Richard aforeſaid ſucceeded another Richard; who in 1554 march'd 
into Lower Delvin, which was called Mac Coghland's Country, and having 
waſted it with Fire and Sword, returned home with great Spoils. | 

In 1580, the Lord Delvin was ſent Priſoner to London, and committed to 
the Tower upon Suſpicion of Correſpondence with the Rebels of Leinfer, 
but was afterwards enlarged, and in 1583 was one of the Lords of Parliament 
in Dublin. | 

He had large Poſſeſſions in the Counties of Longford, Waterford, and Roſs- 
common, and from him deſcended Richard Nugent, who in the Reign of King 
James the 1ſt, was created Earl of Wefmeath, and marry'd the Lady Ann 
Macdonnel, Siſter to the Marqueſs of 4ntrim, by whom he had two Sons, 
Thomas the Eldeſt ſucceeded in the Earldom, but dying without Iſſue Male, 
was ſucceeded by Henry his Brother, who was Father of Thomas the preſent 
Earl. 

This Earl marry'd Daughter of Sir John Bellew, Baron of Dulcek, 
and by her has Iſſue now living two Sons, and alſo one Daughter, who is mar- 
ry'd to Edward Bermingham late Baron of At henry. 

Henry 2d, William de Nogent 1ſt Lord Baron of Delwin of this Family, by 
Marriage with Catherine Daughter and Heireſs of Baron Jones, whoſe Anceſ- 
tor came out of France into Ireland in King John's Reign. 

Sir Gilbert de Nogent a Man of a Noble Family in Normandy, came into 
Treland as Lieutenant General with Sir Hugh de Lacy, being marry'd to his

When O' Cullen was ſlain by James or Jacques Brabanzon, Anceſtor to the 
Earls of Meath, near or within the Bounds of the Earl of Meaths Liberty; 
the ſaid O' Cullen had been a Colonel in the French Service, and was a great 
while abroad, during which time the faid Brabarzon took Poſſeſſion of a great 
Part of the ſaid O' Culler's Eſtate, which was the moſt Part of the Earl of 
Meath's Liberty, as tis ſaid, and when the ſaid O Cullen came Home and 
ſaw how the ſaid Brabanzon had ſeveral Plantations on his own Manſion Eſtate 
in his Poſſeſſion, and the Inhabitants which O' Cullen left in Poſſeſſion turn'd 
out, and Strangers brought in, he was diſpleaſed at it, and ſent a Meſſenger 
to the ſaid 'Brabauzon to ask the Reaſon, why he ſhould meddle with his Eſ- 
tate or People? The Meſſenger being one of O' Cullen's Kerns, and rude to 
Brabanzon was kill'd in Meath, as is mentioned, by ſome of Brabenzon's Kerns; 
which inraged O Cullen to that Degree, that he entered amongſt the Tenants 
of the ſaid Brabanzon, and turned ſome in and fome out, and preyed on-others, 
that Brabanzon was obliged to come to the Aſſiſtance of his People with a 
ſtrong Party; likewiſe O' Culleu came againſt him with another Party, and 
fought a deſperate Skirmiſh, they being both in compleat Armour Cap-a-pee 
on Horſe-back, inſomuch, that O' Cullen and Brabanton encounter'd each 
other at the Head of their Troops Hand to Hand, in which after ſeveral 
ſtrong Encounters moſt vigorouſly, O Cullen was flain with a Launce from 
Brabanzon, and himſelf was deſperately wounded, the faid O' Cullen's Confe- 
derates were diſperſed, ſo that the ſaid Brabanzon took Poſſeſſion of all his 
real Eftate; for which Exploit afterwards their Enſigns was put up in 
Thomas-Court-Hall, belonging to the Family of Brabanzon, the Effigies of 
himſelf and O' Cullen carved as big as the Liſe in Wood, all in compleat Armour 
on Horſe-back, juſt as they were at the ſame Time, and in the Poſture as 
they fought. According to the Tr; Tranſcript of one Mr. Mackeozh in the 


County of Clare; his Hiſtory begun to be writ Anno Chriſti, 1598. And ac- 


cording to one Edmond Toole's Deſcription, *tis ſaid, St. Catherine's Church 
belonged to the ſaid O' Cullen's Eſtate, £9.

Cormack who was ſlain in his Father's Life Time, left a Son called Dermot ;

Cork, and was ſucceeded by Donald his Son, who in the Year 1196 deſtroyed 
many Engliſh Families in the Province of Munſter. | 

In the Year 1260, this Family became ſo mighty in the County of Deſmond, 
that they burnt and fpoil'd all before them, and prevailed fo much, that for 
the ſpace of twelve Years (as tis reported) the People of Deſmond's durſt not put 
a Plow into the Ground (in their own Country) but in the Year 1332 f 
were overcome, and very much defeated by the Engliſh.
